Peace Risks 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of State 


William P. Rogers said yesterday the 
United States is "willing to take sensible 
risks for peace" and will continue pulling 
troops out of Vietnam as properly trained 
South Vietnamese replacements become 
available. 


Rogers also indicated that the United 


States already has reduced military pres- 
sure on the Communists in response to 
their generally reduced level of fighting 
during the last two months. 


Czech Croivd Cleared 


PRAGUE — Five hundred helmeted 


Czechoslovak soldiers, armed with auto- 
matic carbines, moved into Wenceslas 
Square last night as riot police fought with 
tear gas, water cannon and nightsticks to 
clear it of 20,000 angry demonstrators. 


The clashes between police and demon- 


strators began less than five hours before 
the first anniversary of the Soviet-led in- 
vasion 
of Czechoslovakia and 
raged 


through the center of the city into the 
night. 


British Bar Police 


BELFAST — British commanders bar- 


red Northern Ireland's Protestant reserve 
police force from riot control duty yester- 
day in a move to keep Catholic tempers 
cool 


Militant Protestants said the 'govern- 


ment had sold out to Britain and should 
resign. Premier James Chichester-CIark 
summoned a meeting of his ruling Union- 
ist Party to head off a new political crisis 
in this corner of Ireland torn by religious 
hatreds. 


Dismissal Predicted 


LONG BINH — Defense atorneys for 


eight U.S. Army Green Berets accused of 
murdering a South Vietnamese described 
as a double espionage agent predicted yes- 
terday the case would fall apart with dis- 
missal of all ch£rges. 


"The testimony was weak and vague as 


I suspected," said Henry E. Rothbiatt, a 
53-year-old New York City lawyer, after a 
six-hour preliminary hearing conducted by 
Army authorities.

Jack Pahl, Elk Grove Village president 


said this week he would give high priority 
to installation of a control system which 
would prevent water shortages such as the 
one that occurred Saturday. 


Most of the village was without water 


for two hours, Saturday, according to 
Pahl, when a bulldozer in the Rogers Park 
industrial subdivision near Old Higgins 
Road struck a fire hydrant. A 12-inch wa- 
ter main was damaged, setting off a chain 
reaction which left the community without 
water. 


Pahl asked Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


to study the situation and recommend a 
control system to detect when a water 
shortage is imminent. 


SUCH A SYSTEM would enable the vil- 


lage to take appropriate measures to head 
off a water shortage. It would also avoid 
inconveniences to residents and industrial- 
ists. 


More that 200 residents called village 


authorities during Saturday's shortage to 
complain about the lack of water and wa- 
ter pressure. 


Pahl said the community should not be 


without water for two minutes, let alone 
two hours. 


"It's absolutely essential to the oper- 


ation of the village," Pahl said. 
. The village was without water from 
shortly after noon Saturday until about 
2:30 p.m., according to Peter Wolters, as- 
sistant foreman for the village water de- 
partment. 


THREE ADDITIONAL men had to be 


called in to help the two men regularly 
assigned to work that day. They isolated 
the trouble area while the damage was re- 
paired and water pressure restored. 


"It caused a lot of trouble/' said Wol- 


ters. 


The only consoling note was that the wa- 


ter shortage did not occur on a weekday 
when the plants in the industrial park 
would be in operation. 


Some plants require continuous water 


supply in order to function, Pahl noted, 
citing printing firms and Chicago Magnet 
Wire Corp, where water is "absolutely es- 
sential" to operation. 


Pahl recalled that'several weeks ago an- 


other water shortage occurred when there 
was a large demand placed on the water 
system with increased usage of air condi- 
tioners. A well also went out with the drop 
in water pressure, causing a shortage in 
the village. 


"We have to get a system that corrects 


this,i)J Pahl said. 
'The village owes this to 


the residents and industrialists."

3 Arrested in Tot' Raid

T h r e e persons were arrested and 


$300,000 to $500,000 worth of marijuana 
was confiscated Tuesday in a raid by 
four law enforcement agencies at a Des 
Plaines apartment. 


Agents from the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police Department, state and federal nar- 
cotics divisions and the Intelligence squad 
of the U.S. Treasury Department com- 
bined in the arrests at 9040 Federal Court. 


They found nearly 500 pounds of semi- 


processed marijuana stuffed Into 13 plastic 
bags, the kind used to dump garbage in, 
according to Capt. James Walsh of the 
sheriff's police. 


CHARGED WITH possession of mari- 


juana were Donald Pareira, 20, of Coconut 
Grove, Fla.; Kenneth J. Rosmarin, 29, of 
Miami, Fla., and Janis R. Imber, 23, of 
9040 Federal Court. 


Walsh said the agents went to the apar- 


ment at about 9 a.m. with a search war- 
rant. He said there was no response when 
they knocked, so they broke in. 


Once inside, agents found the girl sleep- 


ing on the sofa in the living room and Pa- 
reira and Rosmarin asleep on a bed and 


mattress in the bedroom, Walsh said. 


AGENTS SEIZED the bags, which were 


stuffed full, according to Walsh, who said 
the supply could conceivably be worth 
$500,000 when sold. 


Walsh said the confiscated marijuana 


was to be most of the supply for the north- 
west portion of Cook County. He said part 
of the quantity may. have also been ear- 


marked for shipment out of state. 


"It was one of the biggest operations 


we've had out here," Walsh said. "It's a 
good bet the marijuana was being primed 
for the younger crowd in the area." 


Walsh said several weeks of intensive 


investigation went into the arrests Tues- 
day with some of the top men in the field 
of narcotics traffic involved. 


Program Stresses Safety 


Elgin Students Increase 


An estimated 22,200 students will he en- 


rolled in the Elgin Public Schools this fall, 
Paul R. Lawrence, superintendent of 
schools, said. 


Although the official tally will not be 


known for several weeks, surveys con- 
dutced by local school officials and early 
registrations indicate an increase of about 
1,200 students. 


The district has hired an additional 70 


teachers to acocmmodate the increase in 
students and another 165 to fill vacancies 
created by resignations and retirements. 
The certified teaching staff will total 1,102 
for the 1969-70 school year. 


Elgin teachers will gather for a series of 


orientation meetings starting Aug. 26. New 
teachers will meet at Larkln High School 


for introductions and meetings sponsored 
by the Elgin Teachers Association. 


MASTER TEACHERS at respectvie 


grade levels, departments or divisions will 
be introduced to the teachers, who will 
hear remarks by special service directors. 
A luncheon at Villa Olivia Country Club 
sponsored by the ETA will highlight the 
day. Elgin Mayor E. C. Alft will address 
the group. 


During the rest of the week, new tea- 


chers will be oriented to their buildings 
and meet for organization and planning 
discussions. 


All classes will be in regular session 


Sept. 2, except kindergarten, which starts 
Sept. 8. 


Sept. 2 has been proclaimed "School's 


Open Day" by Jack D. Pahl, Elk Grove 
Village president, in an effort to stress the 
.need for extra safety precautions on the 
part of school children, motorists and par- 
ents. 


It is part of a statewide program spon- 


sored by state and city officials and the 
Chicago Motor Club-AAA. 


Pahl said in connection with his procla- 


mation: 


"Many children will be attending school 


for the first time. Parents and motorists 
must expect them to be excited by their 
first venture away from home alone. I 
urge motorists to be extremely careful of 
these young and inexperienced pedestrians 
during their first daily encounter with 
traffic." 


"The older children, too, may be more 


careless than usual on the first few school 
days," Pan! added. 


He pointed out that the lapse of vacation 


time as well as the excitement of return- 
ing to school might cause youngsters tem- 
porarily to forget their accustomed safety 
practices. 


He asked motorists and police officials 


to pay special attention to the children, 
and he urged parents to set a good ex- 
ample in safety. Parents were reminded 
to show their children the safest routes to 
and from school. 


Formation of school safety patrols for 


the year probably will take a few days. 
Until then, the children will be on their 
own.

Students at St. James Junior High 


School'yesterday shook their hands, con- 
centrated hard and rolled dice. The stakes 
were purely scientific. 


Members of a ScienSummer enrichment 


program 'attended by pupils from 17 local 
schools, the pupils were testing their ex- 
trasensory perception and trying to in- 
fluence the fall of the dice by thinking of a 
particular number. 


The experiment got off to an exciting 


start when one girl rapidly threw four 6's 
during her first turn. But, unfortunately 
for ESP buffs, she was thinking of another 
number. 
x 


While the dice clinked on some labora- 


tory tables, other blindfolded pupils tested 
extraocular vision and attempted to pre- 
dict the color of cards scattered before 
them. One boy did a spectacular job but 
honestly admitted later that he discovered 
a difference in texture on some of the 
cards. Their textbooks told them that at 
least 100 tries were necessary for good re- 
sults. 


Before the advanced biology class ad- 


journed, students recorded the weights of 
mice they have been feeding all month. 
The small animals serve as a testing 
ground for individually planned diets and 
to illustrate the basic rules of heredity. 
The mice are white, black or hairless and 
characteristics in their offspring are easily 
discernible. 


The ScienSummer format, sparked last 


year by St. James science coordinator Jay 
Kreiner, is largely oriented to laboratory 
work. Introductory biology students check 
their own blood types and make per- 
manent specimen slides. Members of the 
physics class make motors and use spect- 
roscopes to determine the colors coming 
f r o m 
candlelight, sunlight 
and in- 


candescent bulbs. 


AN INTENSE red dot jumped around 


the physics room yesterday when Kreiner 
introduced an optical laser to the class. 
Reminding the kids that the astronauts 
placed a laser on the moon to determine 
its precise distance from the earth, Krei- 
ner placed different polarizers (similar to 
sunglass lenses) on the laser and asked 
students to predict the results. 


Kreiner, 
who teaches all summer 


classes, is a young, slight man in a huge 
white lab coat. He is casual, calm and 
never raises his voice. He also commands 
intense student respect. Comments ranged 
from "he's great," to "his knowledge of 
science is tremendous." Most of the stu- 
dents, including the girls, say the summer 
courses are fun. 


Kreiner says the boys outnumber the 


girls 3 to 1, most probably because "cul- 
tural conditioning" makes girls think in 
terms of a non-scientific future. 


The one girl enrolled in physics admits 


she had qualms at first but now it doesn't 
make a bit of difference. "We all work 
together and I don't feel strange at all."

SECOND SEMESTER begins Monday,

The science coordinator likes working

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Percy Backs OEO Plan GRAND 


Praise for President Nixon's welfare 


proposals has come from Illinois Sen. 
Charles Percy. 


Calling the measure "a bold initiative," 


Percy said he will work for its implemen- 
tation in Congress. 


In a statement to congressmen and the 


nation earlier this month, Nixon called for 
reorganization of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) and the sharing of fed- 
eral taxes with states and cities. 


He also proposed that a basic income be 


provided to families who cannot support 
themselves adequately, provided the able- 
bodied heads of the families enroll in job 
training programs. 


PERCY SAID A POLL of 12,000 people 


in Illinois earlier this month revealed that 
90 per cent strongly disapprove of the cur- 
rent welfare program. 


He said this proves Nixon's assertion 


that "the present welfare system has to be 
judged a colossal failure." 


Percy said that if the reforms are 


enacted and properly funded by Congress, 
they "could, perhaps within a generation, 
break the terrible cycle of poverty and de- 
pendency on the dole that is the bitter 
heritage of so many broken welfare fami- 
lies. 


"The President's reforms look forward 


to the day when all able-bodied Americans 
may work in self-respect and lead useful 
and productive lives," Percy said. 


"THE PRESIDENT'S reforms Would 


permit the old, the blind, the infirm and 
others among us whose harsh circum- 
stances in life are beyond their power to 
control to live out their years in dignity 
under an equitable insurance-styled pro- 
gram," he said. 


The senator said the reforms would 


demonstrate to the working poor that 
"this country will reward them in their 
efforts to become productive citizens," 


Percy also praised the portion of Nix- 


on's proposal calling for sharing of federal 
tax money with states and municipalities. 


"The best government should be that 


which is closest to the people. The revenue 
sharing program set forth hi principal un- 
der the President's plan means that over- 
burdened states and cities will at last have 
a chance to offer their people the highest 
quality services with local control," Percy 
said. 


"ASPECTS OF THE President's pro- 


gram break new ground in complex areas, 
and these pilot efforts should be observed, 
evaluated and refined in the crucible of 
experience." 


Percy said, the program could be estab- 


lished and "soon make a measurable im- 
provement in the quality of American life" 
if there is "an early end to the Vietnam 
war and a careful reordering of our na- 
tional priorities." 


Several other local and national leaders 


expressed their approval of the Presi- 
dent's proposals recently. 


Charles Hughes, executive director of 


the Cook County OEO, called the plan "a 
step in the right direction." 


A spokesman for Donald Rumsfeld, di- 


rector of OEO, said Rumsfeld supports 
Nixon's statement completely.

arouses in me is exhiliration, When a child 
comes to me tor a consultation, I cannot 
conceal the elation I feel over the fact that 
I have been able to airange my life in 
such a way that nothing I do requires long 
division.

stuff," I chortle. "If I had to go back and 
do long division again, I think I would 
shoot myself."

about long division he didn't know before.

Commission To Study Self-Insurance Plan 


A bill creating a state property insur- 


ance commission was signed into law by 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie this week. 


The commission is designed to study a 


plan to weigh preferences between the 
state being a self-insurer of state-owned 
real and personal property as opposed to 
purchasing insurance coverage from com- 
mercial insurers. 


The commission will also study the in-

Pollution Attack Lack Hit 


State Rep. Alan Johnston, 13th District 


congressional candidate, has charged that 
Congress is failing to take vigorous action 
to eliminate water pollution — particularly 
the continuing polluting of Lake Michigan. 


.Tohns&on made the charge after confer- 


ring in Washington, D.C., with Carl L. 
Klein, assistant secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Interior for water quality and re- 
search and a former Illinois state repre- 
sentative. 


Supporting his charges, Johnston said 


there is serious doubt thnt Congress will 
appropriate' necessary federal funds for 
the North Shore Sanitary District to com- 
plete sewage treatment facilities on sched- 
ule. 


THE KENILWORTH attorney pointed 


out the North Shore Sanitary District, 
serving communities along 'Lake Michigan 
from Waukegan through Highland Park, is 
one of the major polluters of the lake. 
The sanitary district discharges sewage 
into the lake and beaches have been closed 
twice this summer because of unsafe con- 
ditions. 


Johnston said federal funds are vital to 


complete a planned $60 million sewage 
treatment system that would stop dis- 
charge of all sewage, treated and un- 
treated, into Lake Michigan. He noted that 
voters in the sanitary district have ap- 
proved a bond issue which will raise more 


Roe Talks Youth 


The related youth issues of campus dis- 


orders, Selective Service system and vot- 
ing age became the fourth subject for a 
position paper from 13th District Congres- 
sional candidate David A. Roe. 


Roe, publisher on leave of absence from 


Hollister Newspapers, called for stern 
measures to punish students who use vio- 
lence to disrupt education at universities, 
but softened to urge lowering of the voting 
age to 18 and changing to a lottery selec- 
tive service system.

advisory council of students from every 
district township to discuss and weigh is- 
sues with him. 


TCRMNG TO voting, he said he favors 


lowering the voting age to 18 "to demon- 
strate to young people that they can ex- 
press their opinions within the proper 
channels of the democratic system." 


He charged that the draft is plagued 


with inequities and injustices. 


"Though ideally I favor an all-voluntary 


army. I find it neither financially nor soci- 
ologically feasible at this time."

The Way We See It 
Keep the Tax Promise 


Gov Richard Ogilvie appears to 


have gotten the message from Illi- 
nois' taxpayers. 


Booed roundly — and harshly — 


during several appearances at the 
Illinois state fair, the governor must 
have seen clearly that his con- 
stituents are in a rebellious mood 
about taxes, and they mean to hang 
their displeasure on him. 


He responded with a promise that 


he must keep — for his own political 
survival and if he is to be fair to the 
people of this state. 


Ogilvie underlined as a first prior- 


ity of the upcoming state Con- 
stitutional Convention the lifting of 
the sales tax from "food and other 
necessities of life, such as medicine 
and drugs." 


He vowed that he personally 


would strongly urge delegates to the 
convention to recognize that prior- 
ity, and act on it. 


He further claimed that the state 


has already taken an important 
step in tax reform with the newly- 
enacted legislation that would ex- 
empt one household of furniture and 
one automobile from the personal 
property tax. 


It is obvious that Ogilvie recog- 


nizes the need for tax reform in Hli- 
nois, and that the income tax he 
shepherded through the legislature 
has touched off the clamor for it. 


He made that recognition clear 


with some political wriggling when 
he pledged to work for the reshaping 
of the sales tax. 


"We have taken the medicine to 


make up for years of neglect and 
Democrat abuse and irresponsibil- 
ity," said the governor, asserting 
that he inherited "a disaster area" 
in state government, and that "grim 
necessity" forced the package of 
higher taxes he authored. 


It will be recalled that Democrats 


made similar comments about the 


legacy of the last Republican gover- 
nor, William G. Stratton. And it may 
be lamented that Ogilvie is more 
concerned about the politics of taxes 
than about what's good for the tax- 
payers. 


But whatever .the governor's mo- 


tive, he has touched on what should 
be a first priority in a ne wstate con- 
stitution, and he and all the dele- 
gates to the convention should be re- 
minded of it again and again. 


Illinois taxes must be reformed, 


especially now that the way has fi- 
nally been opened to the state's first 
income tax. And the first reform 
must be to strip away the heinous 
sales levy on food and medicine, a 
tax that is considered unthinkable in 
most states. 


It is not, of course, Ogilvie' s~re- 


sponsibility alone. But he, as gover- 
nor, recognizes the influence he can 
have on the writing of a streamlined 
tax package, and he should not be 
allowed to forget his pledge.

Will GOP Enter Races?

The special election Oct. 7 in Schaum- 


burg to fill a trustee vacancy took on new 
importance last week when the Republican 
Organization 
of Schaumburg Township 


(BOOST) announced it may endorse a 
candidate. 


ROOST wants to make its endorsement 


a joint venture with incumbent members 
of the Schaumburg Village Board. Thus 
the board's tradition of handpicklng candi- 
dates who have a habit of winning won't 
be infringed. 


IT'S PROBABLY inevitable that the Re- 


p u b l i c a n Party will formally enter 
Schaumburg politics, particularly after its 
tremendous success in Hoffman Estates' 
April election. Committeeman Donald Tot- 
ten knows he has an organization that can 
be depended upon to deliver the votes. 


Totten said last week that regardless of 


what ROOST decides to do with the Oct. 7 
election, "this doesn't preclude that we'll 
do anything in Schaumburg's 1971 elec- 
tion " 


That seems pretty unlikely for several 


reasons. First, 
all members of the 


Schaumburg Village Board are known Re- 
publicans. Most arc active in either 
ROOST or the Young Republicans. And 
hardly an area wide election comes by

that Village Pres. Robert 0. Atcher isn't 
mentioned as a possible GOP candidate. 


Commenting on the issue, Atcher said 


last week, "I've always run for village of- 
fice an an independent, but the voters also 
know I'm a Republican." 


SECOND, SCHAUMBURG Township vot- 


ers, by their record, have proven to be 
firmly in the moderate Republican niche. 
The Hoffman Estates half of them in April 
showed they're as enthusiastic about sup- 
porting GOP candidates on the local level 
as they are on the county, state and na- 
tional levels. 


A candidate endorsed by ROOST and the 


village board would be a shoo-in Oct. 7, 
especially since this is the date of the 13th 
Congressional District Republican prima- 
ry. It's the Republicans who are going to 
vote that day, not the independents or 
Democrats. 


With only the slightest effort, Totten and 


Atcher could overwhelmingly elect their 
candidate. So a candidate not known to be 
a Republican could not be considered as a 
serious contender in this race, if a race 
develops. 


The vacant post now holds the interest 


of several. Atcher said five individuals 
have visited with him about being a candi- 
date for the seat. All are Republisans, he 
said. 


If ROOST and the village board decide 


on a joint endorsement, will this narrow 
the field to a one man race? 


THAT WOULD be a shame. Schaumburg 


voters were cheated in April when the vil- 
lage board endorsed slate ran unopposed; 
The three candidates ran on a good plat- 
form, but without opposition, voters didn't 
take the time to question, to seriously con- 
front them or to give them their views. 


Another question, is the joint en- 


dorsement being considered to keep GOP 
ranks united? Open debate should not be 
stifled for the sake of unity. Schaumburg 
residents deserve better.

Pool Needed, Vote for It

On Saturday, voters in River Trails 


Park District in the Mount Prospect and' 
Prospect Heights areas will decide a 
$473,000 bond referendum for construction 
of a swimming pool at Woodland Trails 
Park on Euclid Avenue near Wolf Road. 


The pulse of the electorate In the district 


is slow, and in spite of an attractive bro- 
chure residents received explaining the 
referendum, many people are not aware of 
the issue 


IN SEPTEMBER OF 1966 voters ap- 


proved a $830,000 bond referendum to pur- 
chase five park sites. At the tune hopes 
were high that $475,000 would be available 
from the federal government under the 
grant-in-aid act. With these funds, the 
park district planned to build a swimming 
pool at an estimated cost of $385,000 and 
begin development of all five park sites. 


In March of 1968 the Office of Housing 


and Urban Development rejected the ap- 
plication for federal funds. The park board 
appealed the rejection and was turned 
down a second time. 


HUD gave no specific reasons for the 


rejections, but most applications from oth- 
er park districts In the 13th Congressional 
District, wealthiest in the nation, shared a 
similar fate. 


IN THE MEANTIME the park district 


spent over $800.000 for the purchase of 56 
acres for park sites. Four ol the park sites 
are adjacent to school playgrounds and

are maintained and equipped under a joint 
agreement with the schools. 


Now some voters with bigger mouths 


'than memories claim they were "prom- 
ised" the original bond issue included a 
swimming pool. Others believe the district 
should have waited before committing the 
bulk of the original bond issue to land pur- 
chase until it was certain the federal mon- 
ey would come through. 


Neither criticism can be substantiated 


by the facts. 


Park board members and the recreation 


director, Marvin Weiss, made ft clear that 
federal funds were necessary if pool con- 
struction and major park site development 
could begin without additional local reve- 
nue,

The reasons behind 
city 
council's 


request for Machunze's resignation may- 
be didn't make "good" news. But then, a 
city council is a government body, not a 
public relations department. 


Machunze's resignation originally was 


read to be effective Sept. 1. When the reso- 
lution came up for a vote, it was amended 
to be effective Aug. 15. The earlier date 
was not explained, leaving more room for 
questions and speculations. 


During the time when questions from 


the audience are heard by the council, no 
one asked why Machunze resigned. But 
besides the questions on curbs, sidewalks 
and parking problems, one gentleman 
spoke about a column appearing on this 
page a few weeks ago, concerning open 
housing. 


THE ORDINANCE presented by the Hu- 


man Relations Council wasn't even men- 
tioned at the meeting. None of the alder- 
men had any questions about it, so the 
people at the meeting were reminded they 


could get the minutes of all the meetings 
by asking the city clerk for them. 


The column had supported the passing 


of an open housing ordinance as soon as 
possible. The man who spoke about it 
slammed the Herald in general, and the 
reporter in particular. 


He said Rolling Meadows cannot super- 


sede federal and state laws. 


And he is right. Rolling Meadows cannot 


supersede federal law. But here we have 
this beautiful opportunity to have home 
rule, and have a forum for people to get 
together before a case has to go to federal 
court, because there's no place else to 
take it. 


HE SEEMED very concerned with what 


legislators do, but he didn't ask what legis- 
lators in Rolling Meadows were doing. 
Maybe the mayor announced Machunze's 
resignation so fast he didn't hear it, but he 
had no questions on this subject. 


Maybe the reason so many people go to 


the city council meetings is because they 
like a good mystery. 


Questions Service of Opportunity Center 


If the park district had waited to pur- 


chase proposed sites the land would not 
have been available. For a pool to have 
been financed out of the original bond is- 
sue, the district would have had to forego 
its neighborhood park plan and concen- 
trate on development of one large park 
site. 


THIS WOULD HAVE left 28 acres open' 


for residential development that would in 
turn put a larger burden on available rec- 
reation land. 


Construction costs for the district's pro- 


posed pool are increasing at about 6 per 
cent a year and financing is becoming 
more costly as interest rates continue to 
rise. 


Residents who want a pool as part of 


their park district's total plan should keep 
these facts in mind when they consider the 
annual increase of approximately $3 that 
the present bond issue will reflect in their 
next tax bill. 


Certainly the increase created in the 


market value of a home by the pool will 
offset the small tax increase.

8) What 
has been done to obtain funds from the 
various agencies and organizations? 9) 
Why hasn't a closer working relationship 
beeu established with the Illinois Migrant 
Council, the Northwest Church Migrant 
Council, and Father Orozco? 10) Has there 
been any program designed to assist the 
Spanish-speaking people in then- efforts to 
achieve the American way of life? 11)

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34 Straight Wins for Amazing Area Team

WHEN YOU RECALL recent long win- 


ning streaks in a single season you've got 
to think of the U.C.L.A. Bruins and Lew 
Aicindor in the 1965-66 season when they 
went all the way to the national title with 
a perfect 30-0 mark. 


Presently a local team —• Wllle's Lum- 


ber — has racked up 34 opponents without 
a loss and is preparing to head into what 
is equivalent to sectional play tonight in 
the Metro 16-in. Slowpitch Tournament. 


Ironically, their nickname is also the 


Bruins and they are trying to be the first 
team in the seven year history of the 
world scries to go all the way to the na- 
tional title with a perfect record. 


The Bruins are made up of mostly 


Mount Prospect players who participate, 
better yet dominate, the two leagues in 
which they play — the Mount Prospect 
and

However, last Monday night they were 


nearly derailed in their bid for perfection 
by the third place team in the Mount Pros- 
pect league, Willie's Tavern, at Meadows 
Park's lighted field. 


The Paddock area's best 16-inch crew, 


which has already earned a berth in the 
Blue Island tourney by being in first place 
in both of their leagues, was without the 
services of five of its regulars and was 
also suffering from over-confidence last 
Monday night, according to Bob Campbell, 
the team's manager and left fielder. 


"We were fortunate thnt we won," said 


the part-time manager and full-time nc- 
co«nt executive at WEXI-FM radio in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


And that they were. The Bruins, a team 


that had as its closest contest so far this 
year a 11-5 win over Ed's Pure Oil, found 
them selver down 7-3 midway through the 
contest against a fired up Willie's Tavern 
aggregation. 


Campbell admitted that he and the team 


had had some doubts as to the outcome, 
for each time that they seemed to be com- 
ing back a bad break would go against 
them. 


Heading into the final frame — the sev- 


enth — 'he Bruins, who were the visiting 
team, found themselves faced with a two- 
r"n deficit, 11-0. They rose to the occasion 
and took a 12-lf advantage into the bottom 
of the frame but saw the tavern team 
come back to tic things up. 


With two outs and a runner on third, the 


upset-minded opponents of the Bruins only 
needed a hit or an error to win. However, 
again as has been the case all year, the 
team rose to the challenge and retired the 
batter at first base.

they exploded for six runs and "then 
blanked Willie's Tavern to register their 
first extra inning ballgame of the season, 
18-12. 


"I think it (the game) will do us a lot of 


good," Campbell confided. "Maybe it 
scared us enough so that we'll get back in 
the right frame of mind for the tourna- 
ment Thursday." 


This evening the Bruins will play a 7:30 


game against the winner of the Beacon 
Tap (Whceling)-Silvan Hills (Jolict) con- 
test. All the games will be played at Hart 
Park at 123rd Street and Western Avenue. 


Should the Bruins be successful, they 


would play Friday at 9 p.m. and a win 
there would propel them into'the cham- 
pionship at 8 p.m. on Saturday. 


Twelve teams are entered in this tour- 


ney which will decide the Illinois State 
title and will allow the winner to represent 
the state in the world series of 16-in. soft- 
ball in Sheboygan, Wis. The tourney, 
which will have teams from 16 states this 
year, will be held Sept. 5-7. 


Since the world tourney was established 


six years ago, two teams have'dominated 
the proceedings — the B'obcats and Sobies, 
both of Chicago. The Bobcats won the first 
three crowns (1963-64-65) and Sobies the 
last three. 


Campbell was on the Bobcats when they 


took it all in '65 with an excellent record of 
00-4. Last year lie and the Bobcats nearly 
registered their fourth scries triumph in 
the St. Louis-hosted tourney. 


"We played six games that Labor Day 


(final day of tourney)," Campbell re- 
called. "It was real rainy during the tour- 
nament so there were a couple of makeup 
games. On that final day we and Sobres 
were the only undefeated teams left in the 
double elimination tourney." 


In a real heartbreaker, the Bobcats lost 


. to the eventual champs, 10-9, in 10 innings. 
So for the Bobcats to win it all they would 
have to post five straight victories over 
the rest of the day while Sobies only had 


to win two more to take the first place 
trophy. 
_ "They (Sobies) went back to their motel 
rooms and rested up the rest of the day 
but we bad to play continuously," Camp- 
bell said. "We started at 10:00 in the 
morning and went all the way to 7 p.m. 
with just Coke breaks in between games." 


At 7 p.m. they manhandled the fresh 


Sobies team, 14-5, to force the issue to one 
last showdown. Again the Bobcats lost a 
tough one, a 22-19 slngfest that concluded 
at 11:15 p.m. It had to be the longest day 
of their lives! 


So the Bruins' manager-player has had 


the experience of tourney pressure going 
for him as has two other members of this 
well-balanced outfit. Sal Novello, who 
Campbell calls "the 48-year old genius," 
played on several championship teams 
back before there was a world series and 
Jim Nallen, who also plays in the outfield, 
was on Sobies last year. 


Before last Monday night's scare, the 


Bruins were averaging 22.6 runs per con- 
test to their opponent's 4.4. 


"In one game we scored 41 runs to beat 


the Cook County Sheriff's police, 41-5!" 
Campbell said while listing the most lop- 
sided games of the year. The .game only 
went1 five innings because of the 15-run 
rule. Campbell added .that the Bruins were 
really "up" for the. game because they 
knew that their opponents had gotten a 
couple of "ringers" from Chicago. 


As a team, the Wille Lumber crew is 


hitting for averages ranging from the 
,300's to the lofty middle .600's. This lusty 
clouting plus a fine defense that commits 
only one error a game have hurt their 
pocketbooks, however. 


Normally a good 16-inch team can pick 


up some additional money by scheduling 
some games outside its park district 
league in "money games." But the Bruins 
had put together such a strong team that 
very few money games have come then- 
way. 


Campbell explained how the "money 


games" work: 


"They run jackpots down in Chicago. 


Last year the Bobcats started off with a 
kitty of about $50 which the sponsor had 
left over from the-previous year. We grad- 
ually worked the amount up by winning. 
We played one money game last year for 
$1,000." 


When asked whether they won, Camp- 


bell casually replied, "Oh yeah." 


"About 
five years ago the Bobcats 


played one for $10,000," he recalled. "That 
was when the Bobcats and the Whips were 
th> powerhouses of Softball.. I understand 
they had a couple of disagreements in that 
game (which the 'Cats also won)."

As not-so-young girls, fresh from the 


country, we were awed by the sophis- 
ticated technology on our first visit to Chi- 
cago's Museum of Science and Industry. 
But we noticed that the natives were 
standing three-deep, sometimes for half an 
hour or more, around one special exhibit. 
And what was making such an impact on 
all the city slickers? It was an incubator 
with dozens of baby chickens, either just- 
hatched or just-about-to-be. 


All of which is to remind you of the 


charm of the farm for city and suburban 
children. There just isn't a better place to 
take your kindergartners and early gra- 
desters for an extra special outing. ' 


Try to find a rural friend, or friend-of- 


a-friend, who'll welcome your little party. 
If this isn't possible, check your local 
dairy. Many make special provisions for 
and actively encourage group visits. 


MAKE SAFETY FIRST your first essen- 


tial. Keep your guest list small, and be 
sure that you have enough helpers, not 
only for the transportation but also to help 
look after the little ones in this, new set- 
ting. 


The farm itself will provide more than 


enough entertainment 
for your small 


guests. They'll want to get acquainted 
with all the farm animals they've seen 
before only in their picture books. And 
they'll be truly enchanted if you cat ar- 
range for them to ride a gentle pony or- 
take a short trip in a farm wagon. (The 
latter might be just a "sightseeing tour" 
around the barn or pasture, to avoid any 
possible traffic hazard.) 


Even if you can't visit a real farm, an 


Old MacDonald theme'is still practicable 
for your youngster's birthday party. Invite 
your guests to wear overalls or jeans, sun- 
bonnets or straw hats. 


Make or buy bandanna handkerchiefs 


for bibs "or placemats and favors. Pack 
your refreshments in "milk pails" — plas- 
tic sandpile ones or cardboard paint buck- 
ets. Use a red and white checked table- 
cloth. Borrow the chilcren's plastic min- • 
iatures to set up a farm scene for your 
centerpiece, or improvise a scarecrow. 
Sing "Old MacDonald" through many, 
many verses. Or invite the children to 


compete for a piggy-bank prize in a Hog 
Calling Contest. But be sure to warn your 
neighbors first! 


FROM THE GAME ROOM: You'll find 


it easy to give a rural twist.to standard 
party games. Instead of the usual treasure 
hunt, send the youngsters to gather the 
"eggs" — paper cutouts or small plastic 
ones. Pin the bow on Mary's Little Lamb. 
Play "What Am I" for "Who Am I," pin- 
ning the name or a picture of a farm ani- 
mal on each child's back. 


"Farm Bingo" requires advance prepa- 


ration, but it's popular even with the very 
young. Make each player a Game Card: a 
6 by 9-inch sheet of construction paper, 
marked off into six 3-inch-square boxes. 


For each player, you'll also need six dif- 


ferent farm pictures in duplicate. Thus, 
for six players, you'll need 36 twin pic- 
tures, or 72 in all. Paste six different pic- 
tures on each card. Paste the duplicates 
on small squares which you place in'a 
large paper bag. To play the game, draw 
out one square at a time. Give the small 
square drawn to the child who has the 
matching picture on his game card. The 
child who covers aE six of his squares first 
wins the game. 


To save preparation time, buy two iden- 


tical inexpensive picture dictionaries or 
books with farm pictures. Cut up one for 
the game cards and cut up the other for 
the squares to be drawn from the bag. Use 
pictures of farm animals, products, trac- 
tors and such. And be prepared to keep on 
playing until each child wins a prize! 


Mostly for Men

I know a great many people who con- 


tend that good ground beef, properly pre- 
pared, is better than steak. That's a hard 
decision for me to make, but since ground 
beef is one of the more economical buys in 
markets today, it's well to have some good 
recipes for cookouts. 


This one I call the "poor man's fillet." 


You'll need \Vz pounds of coarsely ground 
first quality ground chuck or round. Mix 
beef with 2 tablespoons minced onion, 1 
tablespoon minced green pepper, Vz cup 
cracker crumbs, 1 teaspoon salt, V* tea- 
spoon freshly ground black pepper and % 
cup milk. 


Shape the mixture into 6 thick cakes. 


Wrap each with a slice of bacon and ske- 
wer with a toothpick. Cover over a mellow 
charcoal fire, turning each five minutes, 
to the desired degree of doneness. Ten 
minutes will be very rare. Some mois- 
tened hickory'bark or chips"on the fire will 
add wonderful flavor. 


Speaking of ground beef, I recall we 


had quite a furor some months ago with 
a number of readers about a recipe for 


Johnny Marzetti. My sister contends the 
real name is Jon Mazetta and'here's how 
she makes it. 


BROWN 1 POUND ground beef in 2 ta- 


blespoons cooking oil. Parboil a 12-ounce 
package of thin noodles according to direc- 
tions. Dram. 


In a buttered casserole layer the ground 


beef, noodles, 1 No. 2 can of tomatoes, 1 
tablespoon minced onion and 1 tablespoon 
ripe olives. Season with 1 teaspoon salt 
and pepper to taste. 


Top the casserole with % cup of 


shredded sharp Cheddar cheese. Thus far 
the recipe can be prepared well in ad- 
vance and kept covered in the refrig- 
erator. 


Place the casserole uncovered in a cold 


oven and turn control to 325. Bake for 1% 
hours. Excellent with garlic bread and an 
Italian salad.

I think 
one can lower one's voice. . .and not 
change the pitch." 


STILL RADIANT at 71, the woman who

The secret 
of youth, she once said, was as follows: "I 
think women ought not to have birthday 
parties. . .it is futile to waste time artd 
money on them. It's not the external 
things that help.

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Barn To Be

Play Center 


Plans for transforming the big barn on 


the Vogefei park property in Hoffman Es- 
tates into a recreation center were un- 
veiled Tuesday. 


Architect Roland Schapanski of Arling- 


ton Heights showed the Hoffman Estates 
Park Board plans utilizing the 6,000- 
square-foot structure. 


He said the first floor could include 


washrooms, a concession stand, ticket of- 
fice on the west end, two 16 by 40-foot 
rooms in the middle and rooms for small 
group activities on the east end. The sec- 
ond floor would be open with a stage and 
dressing room. As an auditorium, it could 
seat 150 or more, depending on the remod- 
eling. 


SCHAPANSKI SAID making the third 


floor available for public use would not be 
financially feasible. He said transforming 
the barn into a recreation center would 
cost about $35,000 to $40,000 without site 
work. 


The barn is on 10 acres at the north side 


-of the intersection of Golf and Higgins 
roads. The property is being purchased 
from Mrs. Ida Vogelei at a cost of 
$150,000. In addition to the barn, the park 
district will use a 14-room stone house for 
park offices and activities. 


Eventually the park may include an in- 


door-outdoor swimming pool, band shell 
and ball diamond. Such improvements 
would require a referendum. 


Schapanski will meet Tuesday with a 


new citJAsns' advisory committee. At 
Sehuhr's request, the board authorized es- 
tablishing such a committee. The com- 
mittee will include up to eight representa- 
tives from community organizations such 
as the Woman's Club and Athletic Associ- 
ation. 


SCHUHR SAID Tuesday's meeting will 


be a brainstorming session on the Voge- 
lei plans.

A lawsuit filed by the state's attorney 


against a Palatine Township resident goes 
to Circuit Court this morning. 


Charged with several zoning violations 


and constructing buildings without proper 
permits, Joseph Hough is the owner of Pa- 
lington Riding Stables on Northwest High- 
way. 


The suit was filed against Hough after 


evidence of several violations was gath- 
ered by the Cook County building depart- 
ment, according to Gordon Millner of the 
state's attorney's office. 


He said there are 25 complaints listed in 


the suit against the stable owner. If the 
allegations are judged violations, all the 
buildings will be vacated and demolished. 


THE PROPERTY IS zoned R-4, single- 


family residential, but Hough said he was 
granted permission to construct legal non- 
conforming uses on the property. 


In the last year, he launched a major 


construction program designed to turn toe 
area into a recreation spot for more than 
horseback riders. 


P r o p o s e d building includes more 


stables, two show arenas, a swimming 
pool and two small buildings for youth pro- 
gram activities, Hough said. 


Concerning the lawsuit, he said, "We're 


in the clear. I don't think we have a 
chance of losing the lawsuit." 


"WE'VE BEEN IN BUSINESS here for 


16 years and that was long before the 
county zoning law was changed," he 
JOSEPH HOUGH 


added in reference to the 1960 com- 
prehensive zoning .ordinance adopted by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
It gave zoning classifications to all unin- 
corporated land. 


Hough said, "I'd never put anything like 


this on my property without permits." 


Adjacent to the stables and formerly 


owned by Hough is an 11-acre j>ite pro- 
posed for Ridgeway Farm, a place for pre- 
court and post-hospital adolescent boys. It 
has drawn sharp criticism from surround- 
ing homeowners in the last few months. 


Proper zoning for the tract was denied 


by the county board, but proponents of the 
farm have indicated they will take the 
case to court. 


HOUGH SAID AT THE time zoning for 


Ridgeway was being discussed, county of- 
ficials told his attorney construction on his 
property would have to stop. 


"But they told my attorney we wouldn't 


have any trouble if we hired union men," 
he said. 


"I was going to hire union workers when 


construction started again in fall, but then 
the lawsuit was filed," he added. 


The state's attorney's office hopes the 


case will be transferred to another court 
at tomorrow's hearing, according to Mill- 
ner. 


"Because the judge who's hearing tne 


cas'e has such a backlog, we will request 
assignment to another court in order to 
get a prompt decision," he said. 


3 Arrested in Tot' Raid

T h r e e persons were arrested and 


$300,000 to $500,000 worth of marijuana 
was confiscated Tuesday in a raid by 
four law enforcement agencies at a Des 
Plaines apartment. 


Agents from the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police Department, state and federal nar- 
cotics divisions and the intelligence squad 
of the U.S. Treasury Department com- 
bined in the arrests at 9040 Federal Court. 


They found nearly 500 pounds of semi- 


processed marijuana stuffed into 13 plastic 
bags, the kind used to dump garbage in, 
according to Capt. James Walsh of the 
sheriff's police. 


CHARGED WITH possession of mari- 


juana were Donald Pareira, 20, of Coconut 
Grove, Fla.; Kenneth J. Rosmarin, 29, of 
Miami, Fla,, and Janis R. Imber, 23, of 
9040 Federal Court. 


Walsh said the agents went to the apar- 


ment at about 9 a.m. with a'search war- 
rant. He said there was no response .when 
they knocked, so they broke in. 


Once inside, agents found the girl sleep- 


ing on the sofa in the living room and Pa- 
reira and Rosmarin asleep on a bed and 
mattress in the bedroom, Walsh said. 


AGENTS SEIZED the bags, which were 


stuffed full, according to Walsh, who said 
the supply could conceivably be worth 
$500,000 when sold. 


Walsh said the confiscated marijuana 


was to be most of the supply for the north-

Permits allowing the construction of an 


interchange between 
sanitary sewers 


owned by the Buffalo Utility Co. and ones 
owned by the Village of Buffalo Grove 
might be granted if the village succeeds in 
selling its $4 million bond issue. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District 


(MSB), has refused to issue the permits 
unless the bonds are sold. 


The interchange between the two sewer 


systems would eliminate the need for the 
utility company's sewage treatment plant. 


JULIUS GRUBMAN, a member of the 


MSD's legal department, said yesterday, 
"If the bonds are sold, we'll issue the per- 
mits, based on the fact they have com- 
mitted themselves to properly fixing the 
sewers." 


Grubman said that three permits would 


be necessary for the interchange to be 
complete. "We're almost ready to issue 
one of them," he said. 


Once the interchange is completed, sew- 


age now handled at the utility's sewage 
treatment plant hi Buffalo Grove, would 
instead be carried through utility sewers 
into village sewers via the interchange. 
Village sewers would carry it to an MSD 
interceptor sewer, which in turn would 
carry it to an MSD sewage treatment 
plant. ' 


Grubman said the MSD is refusing to 


issue the permits now "because some of 
the sewers are in bad shape." 


BUFFALO GROVE took a giant step 


Monday night toward selling its $4 million 
in bonds when three bond brokerage firms 
agreed to attempt to sell the bonds. 


The village had been unable to sell its 


bonds since last winter because of an un- 
stable bond market in Illinois. The reason 
for the breakthrough this week was that 
"the bond market has started to stabi- 
lize," Village Pres. Donald Thompson 
said. 


Grubman said there was a chance the 


MSD would drop its suit against the utility 
charging the company with polluting Buf- 
falo Creek. "Once tha first part of the in- 
terchange is built, it will relieve the pres- 
sure on the utility's sewage treatment 
plant." An overworked sewage treatment 
plant is the reason for the alleged pollu- 
tion, say MSD officials.

Concrete 
Poles 


Concrete streetlight poles and how to get 


them is tbe concern of a group of residents 
in the Ballantrae section of Buffalo Grove. 


The group, led by Michael Cayley, circu- 


lated.a petition last week in the Ballantrae 
area calling on the village to secure the 
concrete poles for the area. More than 100 
signatures were on the petition. About 200 
homes in the Ballantrae area are occu- 
pied. 


The developer of the area had planned 


to install wooden light poles. When resi- 
dents heard of the pending installation of 
wooden poles, however, they began seek- 
ing ways to have concrete poles installed 
instead. 


CAYLEY AND SEVERAL other Bal- 


lantrae residents attended a village board 
meeting Monday with their petition, only 
to be told the village can't afford to install 
concrete poles. 


Donald Thompson, village president, 


said, "The builder of Ballantrae, Meritex 
Corp., has told me it would not pay the 
extra cost of the concrete poles. A spokes- 
man said it was up to the developer of the 
area." 


Cayley said he plans to circulate a sec- 


ond petition this week asking Ballantrae 
residents whether they would be in favor 
of a special assessment to pay for the ex- 
tra cost of concrete poles. 


Estimated cost of the concrete poles is 


about $2,400. The residents have been told 
the cost could be paid through a special 
tax assessment levied against them. 


Thompson told residents last week that 


the village accepted wooden poles at the 
tune Ballantrae was developed. 


"The village has no right to demand 


from the developer any more than the 
standards called for at that time," he said. 


THOMPSON TOLD the residents Mon- 


day night he would ask the electric com- 
pany to complete its work in the Strath- 
more section of the village first. This 
would postpone the pending installation of 
the wooden poles in the Ballantrae area. 


According to Cayley, the poles have 


been delivered to the area. 


Ballantrae residents point out that con- 


crete poles are to be installed in the 
Strathmore area.

Learning Is ESP To Lasers

Students at St. James Junior High 


School yesterday shook their hands, con- 
centrated hard and rolled dice. The stakes 
were purely scientific. 


Members of a ScienSummer enrichment 


program attended by pupils from 17 local 
schools, the pupils were 'testing then- ex- 
tra sensory perception and trying to in- 
fluence the fall of the dice by thinking of a 
particular number. 


The experiment got off to an exciting 


start when one girl rapidly threw four 6's 
during her first turn. But, unfortunately 
for ESP buffs, she was thinking of another 
number. 


While the dice clinked on some labora- 


tory tables, other blindfolded pupils tested 
extraocular vision and attempted to pre- 


dict the color of cards scattered before 
them. One boy did a spectacular job but 
honestly admitted later that he discovered 
a difference in texture on some of the 
cards. Their textbooks told them that at 
least 100 tries were necessary for good re- 
sults. 


Before the advanced biology class ad- 


journed, students recorded the weights of 
mice they, have been feeding all month. 
The small animals serve as a testing 
ground for individually planned diets and 
to illustrate the basic rules of heredity. 
The mice are white, black or hairless and 
characteristics in their offspring are easily 
discernible. 


The ScienSummer format, sparked last 


year by St. James science coordinator Jay 
Kreiner, is largely oriented to laboratory 


work. Introductory biology students check 
their own blood types and make per- 
manent specimen slides. Members of the 
physics class make motors and use spect- 
roscopes to determine the colors coming 
f r o m 
candlelight, 
sunlight and in- 


candescent bulbs. 


AN INTENSE red dot jumped around 


the physics room yesterday when Kreiner 
introduced an optical laser to the class. 
Reminding the kids that the astronauts 
placed a laser on the moon to determine 
its precise distance from the earth, Krei- 
ner placed different polarizers (similar to 
sunglass lenses) on the laser and asked 
students to predict the results. .

Hough Goes To Court Summer of Science 
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A lawsuit filed by the state's attorney 


against a Palatine Township resident goes 
to Circuit Court this morning. 


Charged with several zoning violations 


and constructing buildings without proper 
permits, Joseph Hough is the owner of Pa- 
lington Riding Stables on Northwest High- 
way. 


The suit was filed against Hough after 


evidence of several violations was gath- 
ered by the Cook County building depart- 
ment, according to Gordon Millner of the 
state's attorney's office. 


He said there are 25 complaints listed in 


the suit against the stable owner. If the 
allegations are judged violations, all the 
buildings will be vacated and demolished. 


THE PROPERTY IS zoned R-4, single- 


family residential, but Hough said he was 
granted permission to construct legal non- 
conforming uses on the property. 


In the last year, he launched a major 


construction program designed to turn the 
area into a recreation spot for more than 
horseback riders. 


P r o p o s e d building includes more 


stables, two show arenas, a swimming 
pool and two small buildings for youth pro- 
gram activities, Hough said. 


Concerning the lawsuit, he said, "We're 


in the clear. I don't think we have a 
chance of losing the lawsuit." 


"WE'VE BEEN IN BUSINESS here for 


16 years and that was long before the 
county zoning law was changed," he 
JOSEPH HOUGH 


added in reference to the 1960 com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance adopted by 
the Cook, County Board of Commissioners. 
It gave zorting classifications to all unin- 
corporated land. 


Hough said, "I'd never put anything like 


this on my property without permits." 


Adjacent to the stables and formerly 


owned by Hough is an 11-acre site pro- 
posed for Ridgeway Farm, a place for pre- 
court and post-hospital adolescent boys. It 
has drawn sharp criticism from surround- 
ing homeowners in the last few months. 


Proper zoning for the tract was denied 


by the county board, but proponents of the 
farm have indicated they will take the 
case to court. 


HOUGH SAID AT THE time zoning for 


Eidgeway was being discussed, county of- 
ficials told his attorney construction on his 
property would have to stop. 


"But they told my attorney we wouldn't 


have any trouble if we hired union men," 
he said. 


"I was going to hire union workers when 


construction started again in fall, but then 
the lawsuit was filed," he added. 


The state's attorney's office hopes the 


case will be transferred to another court 
at tomorrow's hearing, according to Mill- 
ner. 


"Because the judge who's hearing tne 


case has such a backlog, we will request 
assignment to another court in order to 
get a prompt decision," he said.

3 Arrested in Tot' Raid

T h r e e persons were arrested and 


$300,000 to $500,000 worth of marijuana 
was confiscated Tuesday in a raid by 
four law enforcement agencies at a Des 
Plaines apartment. 


Agents from the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police Department, state and federal nar- 
cotics divisions and the intelligence squad 
of the U.S. Treasury Department com- 
bined in the arrests at 9040 Federal Court. 


They found nearly 500 pounds of semi- 


processed marijuana stuffed into 13 plastic 
bags, the kind used to dump garbage in, 
according to Capt. James Walsh of the 
sheriff's police. 


CHARGED WITH possession of mari- 


juana were Donald Pareira, 20, of Coconut 
Grove, Fla.; Kenneth J. Rosmarin, 29, of 
Miami, Fla., and Janis R. Imber, 23, of 
9040 Federal Court. 


Walsh said the agents went to the apar- 


ment at about 9 a.m. with a search war- 
rant. He said there was no response when 
they knocked, so they broke in. 


Once inside, agents found the girl sleep- 


ing on the sofa in the living room and Pa- 
reira and Rosmarin asleep on a bed and 
mattress in the bedroom, Walsh said. 


AGENTS SEIZED the bags, which were 


stuffed full, according to Walsh, who said 
the supply could conceivably be worth 
$500,000 when sold. 


Walsh said the confiscated marijuana 


was to be most of the supply for the north- 
west portion of Cook County. He said part 
of the quantity may have also been ear- 
marked for shipment out of state. 


"It was one of the biggest operations 


we've had out here," Walsh said. "It's a 
good bet the marijuana was being primed 
for the younger crowd in the area." 


Walsh said several weeks of intensive 


investigation went into the arrests Tues- 
day with some of the top men in the field 
of narcotics traffic involved.

classes, is a young,.slight man in a huge 
white lab coat.

owned by the Buffalo Utility Co. and ones 
owned by tha Village of Buffalo Grove 
might be granted if the village succeeds in 
selling its $4 million bond issue. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District 


(MSD), has refused to issue the permits 
unless the bonds are sold. 


The interchange between the two sewer 


systems would eliminate the need for the 
utility company's sewage treatment plant. 


JULIUS GRUBMAN, a member of the 


MSD's legal department, said yesterday, 
"If the bonds are sold, we'll issue the per- 
mits, based on the fact they have com- 
mitted themselves to 'properly fixing the 
sewers." 


Grubman said that three permits would 


be necessary for the interchange to be 
complete. "We're almost ready to issue 
one of them," he said. 


Once the interchange is completed, sew- 


age now handled at the utility's sewage 
treatment plant in Buffalo Grove, would 
instead be carried through utility sewers 
into village sewers via the interchange. 
Village sewers would carry it to an MSD 
interceptor sewer, which in turn would 
carry it to an MSD sewage treatment 
plant. 


Grubman said the MSD is refusing to 


issue the permits now "because some of 
the sewers are in bad shape." 


BUFFALO GROVE took a giant step 


Monday night toward selling its $4 million 
in bonds when three bond brokerage firms 
agreed to attempt to sell the bonds. 


The village had been unable to sell its 


bonds since last winter because of an un- 
stable bond market in.Illinois. The reason 
for the breakthrough this week was that 
"the bond market has started to stabi- 
lize," Village Pres. Donald Thompson 
said., 


Grubman said there was a chance the 


MSD would drop its suit against the utility 
charging the company with polluting Buf- 
falo Creek. "Once the first part of the in- 
terchange is built, it will relieve the pres- 
sure on the utility's sewage treatment 
plant." An overworked sewage treatment 
plant is the reason for the alleged pollu- 
tion, say MSD officials.

funny ending, an old-time silent "movie,"

100 Ask 
Concrete 
Poles 


Concrete streetlight poles and how to get 


them is the concern of a group of residents 
in the Ballantrae section of Buffalo Grove. 


The group, led by Michael Cayley, circu- 


lated a petition last week in the Ballantrae 
area calling on the village to secure the 
concrete poles for the area. More than 100 
signatures were on the petition. About 200 
homes in the Ballantrae area are occu- 
pied. 


The developer of the area had planned 


to install wooden light poles. When resi- 
dents heard of the pending installation of 
wooden poles, however, they began seek- 
ing ways to have concrete poles installed 
instead. 


CAYLEY AND SEVERAL other Bal- 


lantrae residents attended a village board 
meeting Monday with their petition, only 
to be told the village can't afford to install 
concrete poles. 


Donald Thompson, village president, 


said, "The builder of Ballantrae, Meritex 
Corp., has told me it would not pay the 
extra cost of the concrete poles. A spokes- 
man said it was up to the developer of the 
area." 


Cayley said he plans to circulate a sec- 


ond petition this week asking Ballantrae 
residents whether they would be in favor 
of a special assessment to pay for the ex- 
tra cost of concrete poles. 


Estimated cost of the concrete poles is 


about $2,400. The residents have been told 
the cost could be paid through a special 
tax assessment levied against them. 


Thompson told residents last week that 


the village accepted wooden poles at the 
time Ballantrae was developed. 


"The village has no right to demand 


from the developer any more than the 
standards called for at that time," he said. 


THOMPSON TOLD the residents Mon- 


day night he would ask the electric com- 
pany to complete its work in the Strath- 
more section of the village first. This 
would postpone the pending installation of 
the wooden poles in the Ballantrae area. 


According to Cayley, the poles have 


been delivered to the area. 


Ballantrae residents point out that con- 


crete poles are to be installed in the 
Strathmore area. Thompson said, how- 
ever, the extra cost of the poles is being 
borne by Levitt and Sons, Inc., builders of 
Strathmore, not the village.

Learning Is ESP To Lasers

Students at St. James Junior High 


School yesterday shook their hands, con- 
centrated hard and rolled dice. The stakes 
were purely scientific. 


Members of a ScienSummer enrichment 


program attended by pupils from 17 local 
schools, the pupils were testing their ex- 
tra sensory perception and trying to in- 
fluence the fall of the dice by thinking of a 
particular number. 


The experiment got off to an exciting 


start when-one girl rapidly threw four 6's 
during her first turn. But, unfortunately 
for ESP buffs, she was thinking of another 
number. 


While the dice clinked on some labora-, 


tory tables, other blindfolded pupils tested 
extraocular vision and attempted to pre- 


dict the color of cards scattered before 
them. One boy did a spectacular job but 
honestly admitted." later that he discovered 
a difference in texture on some of the 
cards.' Then: textbooks told them that at 
least 100 tries were necessary for good re- 
sults. 


Before the advanced biology class ad- 


journed, students recorded the weights of 
mice they have been feeding all month. 
The small' animals serve as a testing 
ground for individually planned diets and 
to illustrate the basic rules of heredity. 
The mice are white, black or hairless and 
characteristics in their offspring are easily 
discernible. 


The ScienSummer format, sparked last 


year by St. James science coordinator Jay 
Kreiner, is largely oriented to laboratory 


work. Introductory biology students check 
their own blood types and make per- 
manent specimen slides. Members of the 
physics class make motors and use spect- 
roscopes to determine the colors coming 
f r o m 
candlelight, 
sunlight 
and in- 


candescent bulbs. 


AN INTENSE red dot jumped around 


the physics room yesterday when Kreiner 
introduced an optical laser to the class. 
Reminding the kids that the astronauts 
placed a laser on the moon to determine 
its precise distance from the earth, Krei- 
ner placed different polarizers (similar to 
sunglass lenses) on the laser and asked 
students to predict the results.

Hough Goes To Court Summer of Science

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A lawsuit filed by the state's attorney 


against a Palatine Township resident goes 
to Circuit Court this morning. 


Charged with several zoning violations 


and constructing buildings without proper 
permits, Joseph Hough is the owner of Pa- 
lington Riding Stables on Northwest High- 
way. 


The suit was filed against Hough after 


evidence of several violations was gath- 
ered by the Cook County building depart- 
ment, according to Gordon Millner of the 
state's attorney's office. 


He said there are 25 complaints listed in 


the suit against the stable owner. If the 
allegations are judged violations, all the 
buildings will be vacated and demolished. 


THE PROPERTY IS zoned R-4, single- 


family residential, but Hough said he was 
granted permission to construct legal non- 
conforming uses on the property. 


In the last year, he launched a major 


construction program designed to turn the 
area into a recreation spot for more than 
horseback riders. 


P r o p o s e d building includes more 


stables, two show arenas, a swimming 
pool and two small buildings for youth pro- 
gram activities, Hough said. 


Concerning the lawsuit, he said, "We're 


in the clear. I don't think we have a 
chance of losing the lawsuit." 


"WE'VE BEEN IN BUSINESS here for 


16 years and that was long before the 
county zoning law was changed," he 
JOSEPH HOUGH 


added in reference to the 1960 com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance adopted by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
It gave zoning classifications to all unin- 
corporated land. 


Hough said, "I'd never put anything like 


this on my property without permits." 


Adjacent to the stables and formerly 


owned by Hough is an 11-acre site pro- 
posed for Ridgeway Farm, a place for pre- 
court and post-hospital adolescent boys. It 
has drawn sharp criticism from surround- 
ing homeowners in the last few months. 


Proper zoning for the tract was denied 


by the county board, but proponents of the 
farm have indicated they will take the 
case to court. 


HOUGH SAID AT THE time zoning for 


Ridgeway was being discussed, county of- 
ficials told his attorney construction on his 
property would have to stop. 


"But they told my-attorney we wouldn't 


have any trouble if we hired union men," 
he said. 


"I was going to hire union workers when 


construction started again in fall, but then 
the lawsuit was filed," he added. 


The state's attorney's office hopes the 


case will be transferred to another court 
at tomorrow's hearing, according to Mill- 
ner. 


'/'Because the' judge who's hearing tne 


case has such a backlog, we will request 
assignment to another court in order to 
get a prompt decision," he said.

3 Arrested in 6Pot' Raid

T h r e e persons were arrested' and 


$300,000 to $500,000 worth of marijuana 
was confiscated Tuesday in a raid by 
four law enforcement agencies at a Des 
Plaines apartment. 


Agents from the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police Department, state and federal nar- 
cotics divisions and the intelligence squad 
of the U.S. Treasury Department com- 
bined in the arrests at 9040 Federal Court. 


They found nearly 500 pounds of semi- 


processed marijuana stuffed into 13 plastic 
bags, the kind used, to dump garbage in, 
according to Capt. James Walsh of the 
sheriff's police. 


CHARGED WITH possession of mari- 


juana were Donald Pareira, 20, of Coconut 
Grove, Fla.; Kenneth J. Rosmarin, 29, of 
Miami, Fla., and Janis R. Imber, 23, of 
9040 Federal Court. 


Walsh said the agents went to the apar- 


ment at about 9 a.m. with a search war- 
rant. He said there was no response when 
they knocked, so they broke in. 


Once inside, agents found the girl sleep- 


ing on the sofa in the living room and Pa- 
reira and Rosmarin asleep on a bed and 
mattress in the bedroom, Walsh said. 


AGENTS SEIZED the bags, which were 


stuffed full, according to Walsh, who said 
the supply could conceivably be worth 
$500,000 when sold. 


Walsh said the confiscated marijuana 


was to be most of the supply for the north- 
west portion of Cook County. He said part 
of the quantity may have also been ear- 
marked for shipment out of state. 


"It was one of the biggest operations 


we've had out here," Walsh said. "It's a 
good bet the marijuana was being primed 
for the younger crowd in the area." 


Walsh said several weeks of intensive 


investigation went into the arrests Tues- 
day with some of the top men in the field 
of narcotics traffic involved.

classes, is a young, slight man in a huge 
white lab coat.

summer and may include courses in radio- 
biology, nucleonics and aviation education.

214. The younger children may use the 
credits when they enter high school. 


The science coordinator likes working 


with different aged students in one room. 
"When you have various ages, you have to 
work individually with each student and 
they profit more from the course." 


One student, however, disagrees on the 


On a Written evaluation sheet she 
praised the format of the sessions and said 
she would definitely be back next year. 


She concluded, however, that 
fifth 


through ninth grade kids shouldn't be to- 
gether because "the fifth are sorta slow 
and the ninth know it all."

Bond Issue

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD), has refused to issue the permits 
unless the bonds are sold. 


The interchange between the two sewer

JULIUS GRUBMAN, a member of the 


MSD's legal department, said yesterday, 
"If the bonds are sold, we'll issue the per- 
mits, based on the fact they have com- 
mitted themselves to properly fixing the 
sewers." 


Grubman said that three permits would 


be necessary for the interchange-to be 
complete. "We're almost ready to issue 
one of them," he said. 


Once the interchange is completed, sew- 


age now handled at the utility's sewage 
treatment plant in Buffalo Grove, would 
instead be carried through utility sewers 
into village sewers via the interchange. 
Village sewers would carry it to an MSD 
interceptor sewer, which in turn would 
carry it to an MSD sewage treatment 
plant. 


Grubman said the MSD is refusing to 


issue the permits now "because some of 
the sewers are in bad shape." 


BUFFALO GROVE took a giant step 


Monday night toward selling its $4 million 
in bonds when three bond brokerage firms 
agreed to attempt to sell the bonds. 


'The village had been unable to sell its 


bonds since last winter 'because of an un- 
stable bond market in Illinois. The reason 
for the breakthrough this week was that 
"the bond market has started to stabi- 
lize," Village Pres. Donald Thompson 
said. 


Grubman said there was a chance the 


MSD would drop its suit against the utility 
charging the company with polluting Buf- 
falo Creek. "Once the first part of the in- 
terchange is built, it will relieve the pres- 
sure on the utility's sewage treatment 
plant." An overworked sewage treatment 
plant is the reason for the alleged pollu- 
tion, say MSD officials.'

Students at St. James Junior High 


School yesterday shook their hands, con- 
centrated hard and rolled dice. The stakes

Members of a ScienSummer enrichment 


program attended by pupils from 17 local 
schools, the pupils were testing their ex- 
tra sensory, perception and trying to in- 
fluence the fall of the dice by thinking of a 
particular number.

The experiment got off to an exciting 


start when one girl rapidly threw four 6's 
during her first turn. But, unfortunately 
for ESP buffs, she was thinking of another 
number. 


While the dice clinked on some labora- 


tory tables, other blindfolded pupils tested 
extraocular vision and attempted to pre- 


dict the color of cards scattered before 
them. One boy did a spectacular job but 
honestly admitted later that he discovered 
a difference in texture on some of the 
cards. Their textbooks told them that at 
least 100 tries were necessary for good re- 
sults. 


Before the advanced biology class ad- 


journed, students recorded the weights of 
mice they have been feeding all month. 
The small animals serve as a testing 
ground for individually planned diets and 
to illustrate the basic rules of heredity.' 
The mice are white, black or hairless and 
characteristics in their offspring are easily 
discernible.

The ScienSummer format, sparked last 


year by St. James science coordinator Jay 
Kreiner, is largely oriented to laboratory 


work. Introductory biology students check 
their own blood types and make per- 
manent specimen slides. Members of the 
physics class make motors and use spect- 
roscopes to determine the colors coming 
f r o m 
candlelight, 
sunlight 
and in- 


candescent bulbs. 


AN INTENSE red dot jumped around 


the physics room yesterday when Kreiner 
introduced an optical laser to the-class. 
Reminding the kids that the astronauts 
placed a laser on the moon to determine 
its precise distance from the earth, Krei^ 
ner placed different polarizers (similar to 
sunglass lenses) on the laser and asked 
students to predict the results.

Walsh said the agents went to the apar- 


ment at about 9 a.m. with a search war- 
rant, He said there was no response when 
they knocked, so they broke in 


Once inside, agents found the girl sleep- 


ing on the sofa in the living room and Pa- 
reiia and Rosmarin asleep on a bed and 
mattress m the bedroom, Walsh said 


AGENTS SEIZED the bags, which were 


sluffed full, according to Walsh, who said 
the supply could conceivably be worth 
$500,000 when sold. 


Walsh said the confiscated marijuana 


was to be most of the supply for the north- 
west portion of Cook County. He said part 
of the quantity may have also been ear- 
marked for shipment out of state.

School will have workmen on the site when 
school opens Sept. 2.

"WITH A 40-YEAR-OLD building like

windows at the ends of two corridors. 


The $1.5 million addition to Fremd is the

The assessed valuation of Dist. 211,

Village Dump To Close 


With unlimited curbside refuse collection 


coming to Palatine, the path .has been 
cleared for closing the village dump. 


Considered a health problem by village 


officials for a long time, the dump could 
be used by Barrington Trucking Co. after 
conversion to a sanitary landfill 


In order to use the dump, the scavenger 


company has agreed to pay $700 a month 
and capacity should last a minimum of 
two more years, according to a represen- 
tative of the company. 


VILLAGE MGR. Berton Braun said 


there would be about a $48,000 profit real- 
ized from closing the cump. 


Although no final action has been taken 


on closing the dump, the board of trustees 
Monday night generally agreed it was not 
economically feasible to keep the dump 
open. 


"We no longer can call it a sanitary 


landfill. The county would require several 
improvements to bring the present site up 
to standard requirements," Trustee Clay 
Brown said. 


MOST OF THE problems at the dump

evidence of several violations was gath- 
ered by the Cook County building depart- 
ment, according to Gordon Millner of the 
state's attorney's office. 


He said therev are 25 complaints listed in 


the suit against the stable owner. If the 
allegations are judged violations, all the 
buildings will be vacated and demolished. 


THE PROPERTY IS zoned R-4, single- 


family residential, but Hough said he was 
granted permission to construct legal non- 
conforming uses on the property. 


In the last year, he launched a major 


construction program designed to ton the 
area into a recreation spot for more than 
horseback riders. 


P r o p o s e d building includes more 


stables, two show arenas, a swimming 
pool and two small buildings for youth pro- 
gram activities, Hough said. 


Concerning the lawsuit, he said, "We're 


in the clear. I don't think we have a 
cnance of losing the lawsuit." 


"WE'VE BEEN IN BUSINESS here for 


16 years and that was long before the 
county zoning law wss changed," he 
added in reference to the 1960 com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance adopted by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


Village Dump To Close 


With unlimited curbside refuse collection 


coming to Palatine, the path has been 
cleared for closing the village dump. 


Considered a health problem by village 


officials for a long time, the dump could- 
be used by Barrington Trucking Co. after 
conversion to a sanitary landfill. 


In order to use the dump, the scavenger 


company has agreed to pay $700 a month 
and capacity • should last a minimum of 
two more years, according to a represen- 
tative of the company. 


VILLAGE MGR. Berton Braun said 


there would be about a $48,000 profit real- 
ized from closing the cump. 


Although no final action has been taken 


on closing the dump, the board of trustees 
Monday night generally agreed it was not 
economically feasible to keep the dump 
open. 


"We no longer can call it a sanitary 


landfill. The county would require several 
improvements to bring the present site up 
to standard requirements," Trustee Clay 
Brown said. 


MOST OF THE problems at the dump 


•have-been caused by frequent fires during 
the summer and the dumping of garbage 
which is strictly forbidden by local ordi- 
nance. 


In addition, local use of the dump has 


shown a sharp.increase just from last year 
which causes major traffic jams along 
Smith Street on Saturdays and Sundays, 
the only two days when the dump is open. 


Village officials believe a need for the 


dump can be almost totally eliminated by 
providing unlimited pickup on a regular 
weekly basis.

It gave zoning classifications to all unin- 
corporated land. 


Hough said, "I'd never put anything like 


this on my property without permits." 


Adjacent to the stables and formerly 


owned by Hough is an 11-acre site pro- 
posed for Ridgeway Farm, a place for pre- 
court and post-hospital adolescent boys.

assignment to another court in order to 
get a prompt decision," he said. 
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Garbage Pickup Changing 


There'll be thousands of empty garbage 


cans in Palatine soon with conversion to 
the paper sack refuse system throughout 
the village. 


Adding to the change is a difference in 


collection service. Refuse no longer will be 
collected from the back door. All residents 
will receive unlimited curbside pickup 
once a week during the winter and twice a 
week during the summer. 


After reviewing results of the sack sys- 


tem study started last November, the 
board of trustees approved the change by 
a 4-to-2 vote. 


Trustees Wendell Jones 
and John 


Hughes voted against the change, holding 
out for the continuation of back-door ser- 
vice. 


"BACK-DOOR PICKUP is kind of a bas- 


ic policy in Palatine. We have never liked 
the idea of garbage along the streets of 
the village," Hughes said. 


"A couple of years ago we wouldn't even 


listen to a scavenger company which pro- 
posed curbside collection," he added. 


"But that was when there was only a 


discussion of garbage cans on the streets," 
Trustee Clay Brown said. "Now with 


sacks, when the garbage is picked up, 
there won't be anything left at. the curb." 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun said he be- 


lieves a system can be worked out which 
will have all the streets clean by 10 a.m. 
every day. 


SOME RESIDENTS at Monday night's 


meeting told the board they object to 
sacks and curbside collection. 


They didn't like the idea of carrying gar- 


bage sacks to the curb and said unlimited 
pick-up is unnecessary. 


"I've never had more than three sacks a 


week and I'm doing all the work taking

He said part 
of the quantity may have also been ear- 
marked for shipment out of state.

professional public administrator who 
believes people are the most impor- 
tant part of government.

Virgil Barnett is as polished as an apple 


for the teacher. 


Barnett, Mount Prospect's newly ap- 


pointed village manager, is a professional 
public administrator with a keen eye for 
organization and efficiency — but not at 
the expense of the people. 


"The government that governs least 


governs best," sajd Barnett. "I don't think 
village government should be a strong, 
dominant force in the community. It 
should not exist on an obvious day-to-day 
basis. 


"THE PURPOSE of government is not 


to govern people's lives, but assist them in 
living their own lives. We're here to pro- 
tect their homes, property and personal 
rights, but not to rule their fives." 


Barnett will bring an impressive list of 


credentials with him when he takes office 
Sept. 1. He is the former village manager 
of • Wood River, an industrial town just 
north of East St. Louis, where, he sfirvied 
from 1965 to 1968. 


He also served as the city manager of 


Eaton, Ohio, and the administrative assist- 
ant to the mayor of Glencoe. Prior to ac- 
cepting the position in Mount Prospect, 
Barnett worked'as a private consultant in 
municipal development for Wood River, 
the Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Plan Commission and Southern 
Illinois University. 


"I don't have any intentions of steam- 


rolling into Mount Prospect and making a 
lot of wholesale changes. As the village 
manager, I intend to carry out the policies 
established by the board." "' " 
'BARNETT, WHO attended Tuesday's 
village board meeting, said he hopes to 
relieve village trustees of some-of the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities and burdens t 
which they now have. 
. 
"I've noticed that a lot of administrative 


work and detail seem to be farmed out_to 


the trustees and referred to their com- 
mittees. I think that many of these admin- 
istrative tasks can be handled by the vil- 
lage manager and his administrative per- 
sonnel rather than the trustees." 


Barnett's first order of business once he 


takes office is to study the administrative 
practices and organizational structure in 
the village. "Running a village is a techni,., 
cal and complex job, especially at the ra- 
pid pace in which the suburbs are growing 
and expanding." 


Barnett thinks that the complexity of his 


new position demands the experience of a 
professional village manager. "The profes- 
sional manager can offer certain security 
to residents because 'they know this is his 
job and he'll be responsive to their wishes.

reached an age where the professional vil- 
lage manager is needed to handle the tech- 
nicalities and details of maintaining a 
community." 


BARNETT DEMANDS professionalism 


from himself and plans to encourage his 
administrative personnel to aim for the 
same goal. "When administrative staff 
members associate with other profes- 
sionals in their field and professional orga- 
nizations, they can improve administrative 
functions." 


There is a lot to be gained and learned 


when professional policemen, firemen or 
engineers exchange ideas with other mem- 
bers of their professional organizations, 
Barnett said. , 


The new village manager promises to

Summer of Science 


Is ESP to Lasers 


by JOAN KLUSSMAN 


Students at St. James Junior High 


School yesterday shook their hands, con- 
centrated hard and rolled dice. The stakes 
were purely scientific. 


Members of a ScienSummer enrichment 


program attended by pupils from 17 local 
schools, the pupils were testing their ex- 
tra sensory perception and trying to in- 
fluence the fall of the dice by thinking of a 
particular number, 


The experiment got off to an exciting 


start when one girl rapidly threw four 6's 
during her first turn. But, unfortunately 
for ESP buffs, she was thinking of another 
number. 


While the dice clinked on some labora- 


tory tables, other blindfolded pupils tested 
extraocular vision and attempted to pre- 
dict the color of cards scattered before 
them. One boy did a spectacular job but 
honestly admitted later that he discovered 
a difference in texture on some of the 
cards. Their textbooks told them that at 
least 100 tries were necessary for good re- 
sults. 


Before the advanced biology class ad- 


journed, students recorded the weights of 
mice they have been feeding all month. 
The small animals serve as a testing 
ground for individually planned diets and 
to illustrate the basic rules of heredity. 
The mice are white, black or hairless and 
characteristics in their offspring are easily 
discernible. 


The ScienSummer format, sparked last 


year by St. James science coordinator Jay 
Kreiner, is largely oriented to laboratory 
work. Introductory biology students check 
their own blood types and make per- 
manent specimen slides, Members of the 
physics class make motors and use spect- 
roscopes to determine the colors coming 
f r o m 
candlelight, sunlight and in- 


candescent bulbs. 


AN INTENSE red dot jumped around 


the physics room yesterday when Kreiner 
introduced an optical laser to the class. 
Reminding the kids that the astronauts 
placed a laser on the moon to determine 
its precise distance from the earth, Krei- 
ner placed different polarizers (similar to 
sunglass lenses) on the laser and asked 
students to predict the results. 


Kreiner, 
who teaches 
all 
summer 


classes, is a young, slight man in a huge 
white lab coat. He is casual, calm and 
never raises his voice. He also commands 
intense student respect. Comments ranged 
from "he's great," to "his knowledge of 
science is tremendous." Most of the stu- 
dents, including the girls, say the summer 
courses are fun. 


Kreiner says the boys outnumber the 


girls 3 to l,.most probably because "cul- 
tural conditioning" makes girls think in 
terms of a non-scientific future. 


The one girl enrolled in physics admits 


she had qualms at first but now it doesn't 
make a bit of difference. "We all work 
together and I don't feel strange at all." 


The program, for fifth through ninth 


graders, was divided into two five-week 
sessions and many of the students take 
two or three classes at the same time. To- 
tal cost per' session is $20, which goes to- 
ward purchase of equipment. The $100 
classroom laser, put on the market this 
year, was bought with tuition funds. 


THERE ARE five scholarships available 


to students who write brief essays and 
submit letters of recommendation from 
their science teachers. Movies on scientific 
subjects are shown daily and any student 
may come early or stay late to watch the 
films. 


Kreiner is planning .more classes next 


summer and may include courses in radio- 
biology, nucleonics and aviation education. 
Those attending the summer sessions are 
given extra credits by High School Dist.

Pool Pass Sales Down 


by SANDRA BROWNING 


Looking at the figures for this year's 


sale of swimming pool passes for the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District is enough to 
make anyone, not just park board mem- 
bers, shudder. 


Residents-simply didn't buy as many 


pool passes this summer as they did last 
year. Sales are down by 28 per cent, or 
more than $15,500. With pools being open 
only until Labor Day, it is unlikely the 
district will make up the difference. 


But receipts increased in the areas of 


activities fees and daily pool admission 
receipts, bringing the total decrease of 
receipts from the summer to 11 per cent, 
or about, $8,000 less than last year. 


Apparently, residents decided not to buy 


passes, preferring daily fees. 


ACCORDING TO A report submitted at 


a recent park board meeting, daily admis- 
sion receipts for Pioneer Park pool were 
up almost $500 although 17,282 fewer per- 
sons were admitted to the pool. Recreation 


Park pool's receipts showed an increase of 
almost $100 with 700 fewer admissions 
than last year. 


The park district's report 
covered 


receipts from May 13 to Aug. 11 and com- 
pared them with the same period last 
year. 
' 


Park officials estimated the income 


from pool passes would reach $70,000 this 
summer. However, the amount actually 
sold is 43 per cent lower than that esti- 
mate. 


In earlier reports presented to the park 


board, district administrators said the 
weather probably'had a great effect on 
pass sales. Because the first part of the 
summer was very rainy, park officials be- 
lieve residents were holding off to buy pool 
passes until the reduced rate went into ef- 
fecf in mid-July. - 


HO'WEVER, REDUCED RATES failed 


to increase sales significantly over last 
year.

Manual Proposed for Youth Council 


An operating manual for the Arlington 


Heights Youth Council outlining a system 
of specialized committees was proposed 
this week by William Burroughs, chair- 
man of the council. 


Burroughs drafted the partial manual 


and mailed it to council members earlier 
this week. At its meeting Monday night, 
members will discuss the proposals; they 
will decide on committee members by ear- 
ly September. 


IN A COVER LETTER to the manual, 


Burroughs listed the purposes of the youth 
council, agreed upon during a recent joint 
meeting with the village board: 


—Work primarily by organizing, promo- 


tion and communicating by acting as a 
sounding board for both adults and youth, 
investigate programs and facilities that 
are available elsewhere, assist in match- 
ing youth needs with, available facilities 
and the desire of organizations to partici- 
pate in youth welfare projects and act as 
advisor to other local boards which pro- 
vide youth services. 
• 


—Use communications as a prime tool. 
—Be aggressive in pursuing its goals. 
"In earlier meetings, the council has 


recognized these roles. Getting a handle 
on them has not been so easy," Burroughs 
wrote. 


Burroughs suggested the nine council 


members specialize in certain areas by di- 
viding into committees. 


"PERHAPS WE'VE been all going after 


everything at the same time. We might be 
more effective if we divided our joint re- 
sponsibilities," he wrote. 


The manual sets up two groups of com- 


mittees, one by age group and the other 


by areas. 


The four suggested age-group com- 


mittees include elementary, junior high, 
senior high and post senior high. Their 
function would be to meet with youth, par- 
ents, school boards and others to establish 
needs and interests of the age groups. The 
committees would then attempt to satisfy 
these needs. 


The five suggested area committees in- 


clude recreation, employment, delinquen- 
cy, civic organizations and public rela- 
tions. These committees would deal with 
problems and areas that cut across age 
groups.

THE FUNCTIONS of the area coordinat- 


ing committees 
include ' awareness of 


available services and facilities and an at- 
tempt to match these with the needs deter- 
mined by the age group committees.

Also included in the manual are sample- 


report forms. These include an availability 
report, an action request, a project pro- 
posal, a project definition, a status report 
and a completed project report.

"We have gotten more public reaction to 


this fee change than almost anything else 
we have ever done," said Thomas Thorn- 
ton, park director. 


Last year, residents could buy a family 


'activities pass 1'or $32. The pass allowed 
free admission to the park district's two 
pools for all members of the family. It 
also allowed them to sign up any and all 
m e m b e r s for swimming instructions, 
crafts classes, dance classes-and other ac- 
tivities at no extra charge. 


Under the new system, which began in 


May, families could buy a $20 swimming 
pass to admit all members to the pools. 
However, any additional activities cost an 
additional fee. The fee was separate for 
each child and each activity. 


THE CHANGE WAS made to give the 


park district more control, to assure chil- 
dren would attend classes they signed up 
for, to help simplify bookkeeping proce- 
dures, to help in the ordering of supplies 
and to generally simplify and organize' 
summer programs. 


Generally, participation has decreased 


in all areas of recreation this summer. 
The new fee charges seem to be the main 
reason. 


Park district administrators recom- 


mended the change in February. Although 
this year's system-was expected to dis- 
c o u r a g e some persons, the over-all 
receipts would increase • over last year 
they believed. Their guess was wrong by 
more than $34,000.

Hough Goes To Court Cormack Honored

A lawsuit filed by the state's attorney 


against a Palatine Township resident goes 
to Circuit Court this morning. 


Charged with several zoning violations 


and constructing buildings without proper 
permits, Joseph Hough is the owner of Pa- 
lingtcn Riding Stables on Northwest High- 
way. 


The suit was filed against Hough after 


evidence of several violations was gath- 
ered by the Cook County building depart- 
ment, according to Gordon Millner of the 
state's attorney's office. 


He said there are 25 complaints listed in 


the suit against the stable owner. If the 
allegations are judged violations, all the 
buildings will be vacated and demolished. 


THE PROPERTY IS zoned R-4, single- 


family residential, but Hough said he was 
granted permission to construct legal non- 
conforming uses on the property. 


In the last year, he launched a major 


construction program designed to turn the 
area into a recreation spot for more than 
horseback riders. 


P r o p o s e d building includes more 


stables, two show arenas, a swimming 
pool and two small buildings for youth pro- 
gram activities, Hough said. 


Concerning the lawsuit, he said, "We're 


in the clear. I don't think we have a 
chance of losing the lawsuit." 


"WE'VE BEEN IN BUSINESS here for 


16 years and that was long before the 
county zoning law was changed," he 
added in reference to the 1960 com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance adopted by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
It gave zoning classifications to all unin- 
corporated land. 


Hough said, "I'd never put anything like 


this on my property without permits." 


Adjacent to the stables and formerly 


owned by Hough is an 11-acre site pro- 
posed for Ridgeway Farm, a place for pre- 
court and post-hospital adolescent boys. It 
has drawn sharp criticism from surround- 
ing homeowners in the last few months. 


Proper zoning for the tract was denied 


by the county board, but proponents of the 
farm have indicated they will take the 
case to court. 


HOUGH SAID AT THE time zoning for 


Ridgeway was being discussed, county of- 
ficials told his attorney construction on his 
property would have to stop. 


"But they told my attorney we wouldn't
